All these works are everything 
that a Mid bt asked for in the way of type, 
paper aud binding, aud each of them, alter 
it- kind, la of interest to lovers of belles-let- 
tres. Hurd <fc Houghton have added to their 
line pictorial ventures "Children in the 
Wood," in verse, with rich colored plates to 
tell the pathetic story to ihe eye. They are 
also the publishers of IJarry Gray's amus- 
irjglv sat ; rical and neatly written "Matri- 
monial Infelicities," and the memoirs and 
sermons of the able Christian preacher 
"Van der Palm." The English novel— a 
M abroad— "GeorgeSandon; or, A Lost 
Lav** 1 has been reprinted by A. K. Loring.

Tin-re are 
those who must be agitators or nothing, 
and also those who are ready tut the sake 
of rule and office to grant auything and 
everything to their old friends— the arro- 
gant and aristocratic chivalry— they may 
choose to ask. Rut these ultraists are not 
of much account and should not be taken 
as sore indications of the overwhelming 
public sentiment.

In a 
material point of view, we are well off. We 
are going to be richer aud more prosperous 
than we ever were. We are going to be 
populou?, going to have great cities, going 
to grow alive with all the formsof industry. 
With wealth will come knowledge and cul- 
ture, literature, science, art. We shall have 
all this. Our loss Is not here. Our lo«s is a 
matter of seutiment— it is that of our dis- 
tinctiveness as a race. Virginia— the South 
—has lost its individuality. 

An editorial article in the Chatleston 
Courier, on tho recent elections In the 
North, contains the following passage: 
"Politicians who take their cue from such 
men as Vallandigham, and applaud the 
merits of the Chicago platform, will be 
very sure to fail in any Northern election. 
Possibly these men may thiuk they are 
doing the South a service by still clinging 
to their ridiculous and false notions, where- 
as just the contrary Is the truth. The South 
will be satisfied ir the North will support 
President Johnson. It does not ask it the 
victors are Democrats or Republicans, so 
long as thev stand true to the Government. 
It is time this Chicago platform nonsense 
and impudence was kicked into oblivion. 
It would be far better for the South to seek 
protection of the most radical of the Re 
publicans than allow itself to be hum 
bugged by the •Copperhead' faction." 

The Richmond Republic says that on 
Thursday a little difficulty arose between ■ 
preacher and a citizen of secular pursuits, 
when the latter waxed exceedingly wroth, 
and gave the preacher the lie. The peace 
ful profession of the Divine was forgotten 
for an instant; he temporarily fell from 
grace, and gave his antagonist a stunning 
blow, which felled him to the earth 
Served him right. 

The Richmond papers complain of the 
high rents in that city. They are so high 
they say, that people are deterred from set 
t ling there. The Republic gives a case in 
point: "A gentleman from Philadelphia 
was solicited to open a branch of his house 
here. He came on with the determination 
of doing so, and of putting in a stock worth 
thirty tnousand d« llar8 - 11(3 intended to 
employ a citizen of Richmond, and em- 
powering him to employ such men as he 
might need. He went from one end of the 
citv to tho other, aud could not get a suita 
ble house for less than five thousand dol 
lars a j'ear— more than a similar house 
would cost on Broadway, New York. He 
went home disgusted. Many persons are 
getting more rent for one year than it, cost 
to build the houses.

GODETS LADY'S BOOK 



The Introduction of Coolibs in This 
Coi nthy.— The New Orleans Picayune 
makes tbe following statements concerning 
a Southern proposition to import coolies: 

The subject/)! introducing coolies to culti- 
vate our present unfilled and unoccupied 
plantations has recently engaged the atten- 
tion of enterprising capitalists and property 
owners. It is thought the introduction of 
this description of labor would secure to 
our people the wholesome influence, now 
greatly needed, of competition with our 
freedmen, in securing from them more reg- 
ular and efficient labor than can at present 
be expected of them. Without such secur- 
y. capital is timid, and indisposed to in- 
vest in the culture of the p:ieat staples, auc- 
oess in which depends on the command and 
control of the labor for the whole season. 
An enterprising linn in thi> c ity, having 
abundant ineaus, foreign connections, and 
m familiarity, with the whole business of 
coolie importation, recently addressed Mr. 
Seward, the Secretary of State, to know 
whether the United States would aid in, or 
give its ssnction to, the experimeut of in- 
troducing these laborers into the South. 
This communication was referred to the 
Bureau of Immigration, which replied that 
the coolie trade was prohibited by an act 
of Congress of 1862. That act makes u a 
severe pensl offense for registered United 
States ships to engage in what is called the 
coolie trade — that is, the transportation of 
Chinese from any part of China to any 
foreign port, with a view of holding them 
to servitude, or, for a term of years, as la- 
borers. The same act, however, provides 
that no obstacle shall be made to the volun- 
tary immigration of this people, and, as 
proof of the voluntary character of such 
deportation, it requires a certificate of the 
l i ited States conanls in China But in re- 
ferring to this topic, which is being dis- 
cussed among citizens, we do not propose 
for the present to go further than to glance 
at it, as one of tbe many schemes which 
have been proposed to resuscitate our pres- 
ent depressed and prostrate agriculture.

General Grant on His Own 
— A Magazine W ri'.er'a Arcouut 
Conversation. 

Dr. R. Vaughan writes in the last num- 
ber of the British Quarterly Review: 

7n Washington I had the privilege of an 
introduction to General Grant. The emi- 
nent man was in his official department, 
moch the sort of room in which a London 
attorney might be imagined giving audi- 
ence to his clients. The General was not in 
uniform, and plainly dressed. The portraits 
of him are faithful representations of his 
square and spacious forehead, and of the 
I and regular, but not strongly mark- 
ed features below. A military officer was 
in attendance upon him, who was of old 
•ent, a person somewhat above 
the ordinary bight, whose complexion and 
tm bespoke his origin, but whose civi- 
': z;- ; experiences hsd given him a little 
M ire flesh than would seem to have been 
common among his ancestors. 

This stately aeecendant from the sons of 
the old wilderness gave me a cordial grasp 
the hand on our being introduced. The 
ot the General was simple and 
I soon saw he was a man of lew 
and had reason to think that his 
usually well chosen. After a 
places had passed he began to 
' on public affairs. The tone of 
i press concerning the military 
action of the North seemed to have im- 
pressed him unfavorably. "If your news- 
papers are to be believ ed," said the soldier, 
who is second to none of bis time, "we 
never went into the field but to be beaten. 
J have been in more engagements than 
any other man in the service, and have not 
been beaten yet. On the continent of Eu- 
rope, too, the disposition, it appears, has 
been to harp on the same string. Friends 
who have viaited your country and Franc* 
tell me that, go into what circle they might, 
the talk about America all went one way." 

In reply, I mentioned some faets w hich 
seemed to warrant a somewhat different 
' onclusion. These facts were frankly ad- 
mitted as tending to show that in England 
there must after all have been a considera- 
ble breadth of eympathv with the North. 
"Say what you will," "said the General, 
this war has been the biggest job or its 
fort that has been done in this world; and 
It will be a chapter to itself in the history of 
war — nothing; like it has gone before." 

When about to take my leave, I was 
pleased to bear the General say, "Well, I 
think I shall come to England some day; 

aj ii mast not be until I can spare some- 
thing like a twelvemonth for that part of 
the world." I did not fail to express my 
conviction that if he came among us he 
w ould find not a few capable of appreciat- 
ing what be had done, and of doing so gen- 
erously. Of Lee the General spoke honor- 
ably, describing him as an able man who 
bad made a great mistake. This mistake, 
I presume, was in committing himself 

had never d oubted.

He hss sever- 
al collateral heirs, however, but leaves 
property enough to bestow s large fortune

The Fenian movement seems thus far to 
have been quite a success in the way 

getting its members and allies into trouble. 
A conspiracy, whether gotten up at home 
or abroad, against the British Government, 
and especially one projected from this 
country at a time when there is such an ir- 
ritation of feeling between the two nations 
as at pr e sent exists, could look for nothing 
but the most determined and summary 
handling from the British authorities. The 
introduction of troops and the materiel of 
war into Ireland under the auspices of any 
organization or State, and the inauguration 
of rebellion there, will pro ve a wholly differ- 
ent undertaking to those concerned from the 
attempt of a similar oharacter made in one 
section of this nation a few years ago. In- 
deed, it has proved so already. Arrests 
have been made and more are being made 
in Ireland; and what will prove to be the 
hardest blow of all to the anything like a 
respectable show of the movement in that 
country, is the fact that those arrested are 
at once put upon trial and will go to imme- 
diate punishment for their deeds. None of 
them need look for another chance during 
the present conspiracy to aid their cause, 
unless it be as martyrs. 

Since the beginning of the thirteenth cen- 
tury, there have been at least eight organ- 
ized attempts at revolution in that unfor- 
tunate island, generally attended by the 
most revolting cruelty and the blackest 
treachery on the part of the rebels. That 
lack of calculation in the Irishman, which 
sends him rashly and recklessly ahead, 
gives him a very poor show indeed agaiiust 
the cool, the persistent and practical-headed 
Englishman. And then, this dispsrity 
aside, the advantage is so immensely on the 
side of the latter, that all attempts on the 
part ot the Irish population to achieve its 
independence would seem as sure of failure 
as the labors of Sisyphus. The entire gov- 

the English government, most of the offi- 
cers being appointed by the Crown during 
pleasure. In 1859 the constabulary force of 
the different counties and the police of 
Dublin numbered about 14,000, and the 
revenue police about 1,200. This force ex- 
ecutes the laws, and of itself constitutes a 
strong force always at hand to strike hard 
blows against conspiracy iu its most vul- 
nerable stage— that of incipiency. On the 
sea the arm ol the Empire is even more 
powerful for police duty. 

Looking at the condition of the people of 
Ireland, we can but regard the encourage- 
ment which Americans, whether in official 
or private positions, have given the Fenian 
conspiracy as due to a most reckless disre- 
gard of principle and a misguided sympa- 
thy for the people of Ireland, which must 
prove very unwelcome to its objects. The 
hand of the oppressor was already heavy 
enough. This movement can only make it 
heavier. 

So far as this encouragement has resulted 
from an impulse to retaliate, by hurling at 
England tb*. weapons she herself has fur- 
nished us, by her conduct during the war 
it is doubly reprehensible. Genuine and 
reasonable sympathy— and the genuine- 
ness of sympathy which is not reasonable 
is not worth much-for the Irish, should 
have withheld encouragement from such a 
motive. 

A calm and wise consideration of our 
own interests and good name in the future, 
ought to have led Americans to discourage 
the movement. We are no apologists for 
British misrule and oppression of the Irish 
people, nor have we any feelings but those 
of indignation for the eourse of the English 
Government towards us in our civil strug- 
gle. But we would not, therefore, directly 
aid a conspiracy against that Government, 
leading, as it inevitably must, to a serious 
complication of our relations with her, and

Sir: Your letter of the 18th ultimo, re- 
lating to the taxation of hack men and cart- 
men, was duly received, and I have given 
the subject all the attention which haa been 
possible. I have never been fully con- 
vinced that the provisions of section 103, 
which impose a duty upon the gross re- 
ceipts of persons having the care or man- 
agement of reilrools, canals, steamboats, 
ships, barges, canal boats, or other vessels, 
or of stage coaches, or other vehicles, em- 
ployed in the business of transporting pas- 
sengers or property for hire, were intended 
to apply to the business of cartmen and 
hackmen as ordinarily conducted in the 
large cities. 

The phrase "other vehicles" is the one on 
which their liability has neen based. It is 
true that cirts and hacks are vehicles, but 
is it true that the business in which they 
are upually employed is the transportation 
of property and passengers, within the 
meaning ot the law? Railroads, steam- 
boats, caualboats, stage coaches and omni- 
buses are employed to convoy property and 
passengers over established routes between 
lixed points; while it is the business of carts 
and hit ks to gather up property and per- 
son-, and to deliver them at the points ol 
departure on such routes. 

It has beeu held heretofore that, under 
the limitation "for hire," persons using 
their own carts, or hiring the carts of oth- 
ers, exclusively for their own use, were not 
liable to tax; wbile those less fortunate, 
who are obliged to solicit business in the 
marxet, and whose opportunities for profit 
are less favorable, were liable. The prin- 
ciple upon which taxes are imposed is the 

[iresumed ability of those who are made 
iable therefor, either to pay them out of 
accrued profits, or to recover them from 
others by making the proper addi» ion to 
the price of goods, or to the charges for spe- 
cific service. This view is sustained by the 
provision in the section referred to, which 
authorizes the persons liable to the tax 
thereby impjsed to add the same to their 
rates of fare or charges for service. In the 
case of railroads, steamboats, and stage- 
coaches, this addition can be easily made; 
but in the case of hackmen and cartmen it 
is almost impossible to do so; and instead 
of being able to recover it from their pat- 
rons, they must, if held liable therefor, sub- 
tract it from their wages, which will rarely 
permit any diminution for taxes without 
making it appear oppressive, by rendering 
the business unprofitable. Where the law 
plainly imposes a tax, it must be collected, 
without regard to its being politic, equita- 
ble, or ju.-t; but where the authority is 
merely inferred, and the cause exists for 
grave doubts as to the intention of the Leg- 
islature, it will be advisable to discriminate 
generally in favor of the-taxpayer, espe- 
cially if, as in the present case, he belongs 
to a class whose alleged taxable receipts 
are the moderate wages of unskilled labor. 
I am of the opinion, therefore, that it is im- 
politic to require fur'her returns and pay- 
ments from the persons engaged in the bus- 
iness under consideration, and all assessors 
and their assistants will be instructed ac-

Indian Delegation Visit the President. 

Washington, Nov. 8.— This morning a 
delegation of the Fox Indians visited the 
President, in company with Judge Cooley, 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs, and Super- 
intendent Sells. The Indiana were sev- 
erally introduced to the President, when 
one of the chiefs said that they had heard of 
their great lather, and had very much de- 
sired to see him. 

The President replied that he was glad to 
meet and receive them. His object would 
be to cultivate peace and friendship, and he 
hoped the Government would be met in a 
corresponding spirit on their part. If the 
amicable relations, which should exist be- 
tween the Government and those here rep- 
resented, be eultivated, they should be 
made to result to the interests of all con- 
cerned. He would spare no pains to see 
that their interests are promoted and them- 
selves secured and protected in the enjoy- 
ment of all their rights. Provision would 
be made them while here, and they would 
be entertained in a manner suitable and 
fitting to their condition, and he hoped that 
when they left here they would take with 
them the best wishes and feelings of the 
President towards them. 

Commissioner Cooley explained to the 
President that the Sacs and Foxes were 
settled in Kansas, and by the treaty of 1842 
granted 



an annuity ol $51,000. 



they were 

The Sac* were largely in the majority, and 
numbered two-thirds ol the confederate 
tribes. The Indians here represented com- 
plaints that they have not had their rights. 
Many of them have never left their homes 
in Iowa, while others have returned thither 
from Kansas. The chiefs ask that there be 
a division of annuity and land. 

The President aaid he would again see 
them, and, after hearing all the facts, would 
be prepared to do what was right. He hoped 
some arrangement would be made which 
would prove satisfactory to them. 



Hurricane in Cuba— Damage to Shipping 
at Havaua. 

Nkw York, Nov. 8. — Havana dates of 
the 28th slate that a severe hurricane of the 
22d and 23d raged with greaf force all over 
the Island. In Havana harbor many ves- 
sels drifted foul of the wharves and were 
tsunk. The Admiral's Hag-ship ran into 
a wharf, dragging several schooners and 
boats. Several launches with cargoes were 
sunk and totally lost. Fifty vessels were 
more or less damaged. The streets of the 
city were filled with water to the depth of 
a foot. Houses »nd walls were blown 
down, roofs blown away, and the trees of 
the Plaza ^prostrated. Two-thirds of the 
roof of the Theater was torn off. The coun- 
try seats of the Captain General and others 
sulTered considerably. 

The passengers by the steamer Columbia 
presented a gold watch to Capt. Barton for 
saving that vessel and their lives from de- 
struction on the passage from New York. 
Her firea were put out and she was thrown 
on her beam ends by the sea, which washed 
completely over her; but, owing to the ef- 
forts of her captain and her able engineers, 
she was carried through safely. - a&cajaa. 

The barbarities practiced in St. Thomas, 
Jamaica, are confirmed. The authorities 
had hanged about fifty culprits. Surry is 
in a state of siege and St. Thomas under 
martial law. Two British steamers have 
left to take troops from Barbadoes to Ja- 
maica.

The Case of Wlrs— Hit Counsel Ask a 

Commutation oi Sentence. 

Washington, Nov. 8.— Louis Schade, 
counsel for Wirs, had an interview with 

the President to-day, in accordance with a 
previous arrangement, for the purpose of 
asking a commutation of the sentence. He 
mentioned, as one of the reasons for his re- 
quest, that the prisoner was very feeble, 
and appearances indicated that he would 
not live six months longer, therefore the 
Government could well afford to let him 
die six months later, without hanging him. 
The President being surrounded by a large 
number of visitors, Mr. Schade did not 
think it proper to ask for a direct answer, 
thinking it possible that some additional 
facts might come to the knowledge of the 
President before Friday, which might in- 
duce him to extend the desired Executive 
clemency. He li ft with the President, how- 
ever, a short statement, containing the 
reasons on which be based bis application. 
The President received the paper, and 
promised to examine it. 

Wirz remarked to his counsel to-day that 
he was not very well in body, and "quite 
feeble; he therefore feared that he could not 
walk to the place of execution with a 
steady pace, and this might be interpreted 
as a sign of fear and guilt. This morning, 
when he saw the workmen building the 
gallows, it surprised him.

The St. Charles had the track and the 
lead, going off at good speed at the tap of 
the bell, passing the score at 34 minutes 
past 12. The United States was a little 
slower in starting, or getting under way, 
the rider, rather Captain, squaring himself 
up to the scratch rather heavily and slowly, 
getting off just 1}, minutes after tho St. 
Charles. The latter maintained the lead 
very jauntily until they had passed Jeff er- 
sonville, when seeing, or having "no bail" 
to land she took a bee line up the middle of 
the river apparently at high speed, catting 
the water at the bow very prettily. 

The United Slates now began to shake 
off ber slugisbness, and a denser volume 
of black smoke could be seen rolling out of 
her tall chimneys, and she too began to 
show signs of life and energy. The spray 
from her water wheels was also in- 
creasing in volume, and it was plain to be 
seen that Bhe was gradually lessening the 
gap between them.

She made the run in that time, the shortest 
ever-made by any boat, before or since.

That looks like another coal boat tide, 
but the dispatch to the papers reports the 
river falling.
